We are in the midst of an unprecedented depression. Mil- | 
lions are out of work. Farmers are running behind instead | 
of going ahead. Others have gone bankrupt or are on the! 
verge of bankruptcy. For several years most of our people | 
have been going behind instead of gaining ground. To get 
out of this depression, which hangs like a pall over the land, 
is the uppermost hope and desire of nearly everybody. In-| 
stead of changing their direction, so as to be steering towards | 
safer waters, there are numerous cases of those who continue 
steering straight for the rocks. 

Cutting wages is moving in the wrong direction. When 
those in control take the lead in making wage cuts as gen- 
eral as they can the inevitable tendency is to gather all others 
in the whirlpool they have started and by sheer force of eco- 
nomic pressure literally force the rest also to reduce wages, 
whether they want to or not. So long as the predominant | 
tendency is to cut wages more and more the present depres- 
sion must become worse and worse. It is moving in the 
wrong direction. No individual or small group of individuals 
can, of themselves, change the direction in which we still 
seem to be steering straight for ruin and disaster. Only those 
who control and dominate industry and government are| 
powerful enough to change the direction in which we are| 
heading straight for disaster, as long as any considerable 
number of people continue to reduce wages. 

Let no time be lost in putting a stop to the prevalent 
tendency to take advantage of prevailing unemployment to 
reduce the wages of nearly everybody. Because it can be 
done so easily, when so many are seeking in vain for work, 
it should be remembered that more will be lost than possibly 
can be gained even by those responsible for this, for the 
reason that buying power is reduced in the same proportion, | 
resulting in still more unemployment and increased depres- 
sion, thus creating an ever increasing army of unemployed to 
feed and care for with decreased resources with which to do | 
it. Hence the inevitable result is to make conditions worse 
for everybody, even those who imagine they would gain by 
cutting wages. 

Every wage cut is a move in the wrong direction and| 
invariably has the effect of making conditions worse. Our 
present depression was brought on largely by wage-cutting | 
and the more that wages are reduced the worse will con-, 
ditions become 

Let's snap out of it and get to moving in the right direc- 
tion. 


ABOLISH NEED FOR RELIEF 


It is a sad commentary on those who are in control of 
the affairs and resources of this, the richest and most up-to- 
date country on the face of the earth, that it should be neces- | 
sary in such a land of plenty to have to maintain relief 
organizations to feed and care for millions of unemployed 
people who are willing, able and anxious to work. 

To continue on such a basis is to admit the failure of 
present-day management of industry. Unless the people who 
live in our country can be provided with opportunity to earn 
a decent living, without the aid of charity organizations, | 
then it becomes a fair question to ask, if such a scheme of 
civilization is worth preserving at all. 

Instead of letting evils continue, which make relief organ- 
izations necessary, we should be capable of perfecting and re- 
adjusting human relationships in our own land to a sufficient 
degree to be able to dispense entirely with the need of such 
relief work as is now depended upon to save the lives of 
millions of people. 

It is a deplorable disgrace and an unpardonable reflec- 
tion on the leadership of our day and age that there should 
exist so much misery and needless suffering in a land of such 
overflowing abundance. Let those in control take steps to 
abolish forever the need for further charity among the able 
bodied of the land. Give every man and woman a chance 
to earn an honest living and every child an opportunity to 
grow to maturity under conditions that will develop the best 
that may be in them.

30-Hour Week Bill Drawn 
For Michigan Legislature 


Lansing, Mich.— Assistant Attor- 
ney-General George Murphy announ- 
ced that he was preparing a bill to 


be introduced in the siate legislature 
providing the six-hour day and five- 
day week for all Michigan workers 
with the possible exception of 
mestic labor and farm help. 

This is in line with the platform 
adopted by the 1932 convention of 
the democratic party in Michigan as 
a measure to solve the unemployment 
problem. 


S. P. Seeks Loan 

The Southern Pacific recently 
asked for a loan of $22,000,000 from 
the R. F. C. The money will be 
used to pay maturing obligations, 
some of which are bonds, and to 
meet interest payments. The only 
security the road offers is its note. 

This is the first loan the South- 
ern Pacific has sought directly, 
though its subsidiary, the St. Louis 


Southwestern, has borrowed nearly 
$18,000,000.

American Federation President Condemns 


Militarized Labor Camps For Jobless 


Washington, D. C.—Militant opposi- 
tion to government labor camps for 
unemployed workers under the domi- 
nation of military authorities was ex- 


of the American Federation of Labor, 
in a statement on the bill, sponsored 
by President Roosevelt, providing for 
the creation of a civilian conserva- 
tion corps to be recruited from the 
ranks of the jobless. 

In the domination of the camps 
by army officers, drilled in govern- 
ing an institution where the soldiers 
are deprived of practically all their 
civil liberties, Mr, Green say the im- 
minent danger to constitutional rights 
contained in substituting the military 
code for civil procedure. 

He also expressed the fear that 
the soldier’s wage of one dollar a day 
and his keep would have a sinister 
effect on wage standards for similar 
work outside the camps and declared 
the government of the United 
States should pay standard wages for 
its reforestation and reclamation work 
without forced labor and military 
service, 

Mr. Green’s statement follows: 

“The bill introduced in congress 
providing for the creation of a civil- 
ian conservation corps to be recruit-
